(for, Frai)k)'^,Cyrll Uàmes 'hat; been the chief 
administrator at "McGllli and ori the first of 
December he will step down to.be replaced 
by Dr. H. Rocke Robertson, present Chairman 
of the Department of Surgery. 

Those 23 years have been, ones of record 
growth for the University, and in the words of 
Cbanceiloir R. E. Powcli, "the James imprint will 
be noticeable for a long time to come." Not only 
has' enrolment more than tripled, but the campus 
has sprouted dozens of new buildings, , of wlUcb 
those in the new Expansion Program are only 
a part 



Named' President ^of the' International Assd- 
.elation of Universities in 1060, Dr. James has 
travelled extensively' in that capacity and will 
devote all of his timé to tbe'Association once he 
leaves McGili. Early next year ho will move to 
Paris and his headquarters there. At yesterday's 
press conference, he declined to comment on 
his projected activities, saying that "this is .Dr. 
Robertson's show." 

But the curtain is now ringing down on his 
own show, one which has seen many a fine pe^ 
formance. During tbe war years, he played an 
important role in enabling McGill to help equip 
Canadian war personnel for special duties in the 
fighting forces. During the following years^he 
considered it a personal duty to help in' the 
education of postwar veterans, many qf whom

The appointment of Dr. Roberfsonj who is Surgeon-in-Ch!ef of the 
Montreal Generql - Hospital, marks the first time' in 'the history 
of the University that, a McGili graduate' has been appointed 
Principal. ' : " ' , 

■ The new : Principal and Viee-Choncelior will succeed Dr. 
F. Cyril James on December 1. He is, in addition to his duties 
arthe Montreal Generdl Hospital, also a Professor of Surgery, 
and Chairman of that Department at McGill. 

-In announcing Dr. Robertson's appointment, Chancellor 
R. E. Powell said that he was chosen because "he was the best 
man available." The Chancellor went on to say that "we con- 
sidered almost one hundred possibilities, examining their quail* 
ficdtions ov^r. a period of six months,- and Dr. Rocke Robertson 
met our specifications." This was no mean accomplishment, 
as :lhe Chancellor pointed o°ut , that^the^>]pltre'';thtiversity^ '^^ 
munity wanted' a nion who was' a^;266nadian, q gn^duoie of 
McGill, about fifty years of . age, muent' Jn Frencjif and who 
could get'alohg with the Board of GiQ yernbj3 «Jnftfr. Robertson, 
he - said,, they- picked a , man who . fulfills each of these quali* 
ficaiibns. ' - , ' 

Conscious Of Honour 

In accepting, the post of Principal, Dr.. Robertson said, "I 
am' miS^^GOnsctpUs of the honour , of^fhls^'appointmenf and of 
thé Immense'^rèspbnsibillties that It imposes;, I look to. the future 
with the greatest optimism, {uslified'^l-bellevcs,, by the fact that 
thé Unlvers'lty' Is now Itj^e^jyeryvwuhd pbsltlon.'^ "Ihe^^new 
cipot went^on' to' say that^'"l/naer'rthe-brlllianl'ddmlnlstration of 
Dr. James and the- Chancellor, the University has reached a 
point where, it is now stronger than It has over been in its his- 
tory." He went on to thank the' Board of Governors, the Senate, 
and the Graduates, ,;for the faith they had shown In him and 
he closed by saying, ''I' sHqII do- my level .,bestvto justify, their

Retiring Principal James offered his sincere good-will to 
his successor, saying "I can think of no one who can provide 
better leadership for McGill in the years ahead." Dr. James 
admitted hov/ever that he' was somewhat prejudiced, as Dr. 
, Robertson has been a good friend of his for several years. 

. ' .Students' Society President Gordon I. Echenberg staled that 
"It Is a pleasure to hâve a Canadian and a McGill graduate 
as our new Pri.nclpal." He went on to say that, "the Students' 
Society welcomes Dr. Robertson to his new "post; and. . we are 
looking forward to Working with' him." 

Janies' Imprint 

The Chancellor took advantage of the occasion to state 
the great debt the University owes to Dr. F. Cyril James. "The 
'James' Imprint upon this University will be noliceqble for a long 
time — hot only In the building program", but In many other 
ways.". Mr. Powell continued, saying "I'm going to miss him 
a great deal, and I certainly, wish him success and happiness 
in the many undertakings that he. has ahead of him." 

The new Principal who will occupy the . chair, originally be- 
longing to Sir William Dawson, and whosé liifluence and de- 
cisions will .affect every member of the McGill community, was 
born In Victoria, British Columbia fifty years ago. He is the 
father of four children and his wife Is the former Beatrice Roslyn

Hartt Presents Solution 
To Problems Of Peace

"It is definitely possible for 
any nation in the world, if It 
so desires, to disarm, with no 
economic hardships. However, 
In order to -achieve this sue* 
cessfully) State control Is né« 
cesiary for à limited period of 
time." 

Stan Hartt,- Lecturer of Eco- 
nomics, made this statement at 
a meeting of the CUCND yester- 
day. "The problem of disarma- 
ment", he added, "Is not one 
of ends but of means — • that is, 
how the economic effects can 
be minimized In order that the 
nation as a whole may be bene- 
fitted." 

Over 120 billion dollars per 
year Is being spent on military 
accounts, he said. This represents 
8-0% of the world's gross na- 
tional output .The release of 
these armament resources would 
simply mean â reallocation of 
these assessments into ipeaceful 



facets, many of which are now 
bebig impeded through lack of 
adequate funds. These peaceful ' 
uses include housing education, 
and sdentifie research. 

Transfer Of Resources 
"Thus the only major problem 
consists of the means through 
which the resources must bo 
transferred, "he said. "The dif- 
ficulty here is, of course, the 
transition period." Precautions 
must ,bo taken to avoid an eco- 
nomic depression which evidently 
would follow if the large arma- 
ments factories closed, leaving 
thebr Innumerable workers un-, 
employed. 

In a centrally-planned ecoo^^ 
omy, such as the USSR, , thé j 
transition can take place Just as 
fast as it is physically possible. 
The central planning board 
would simply reassign the ar- 
.mament workers to another in- 
dusfary; '

system of private enterprise. 
For here, the transition depends 
'on a multiple set of factors, as 
well as on individual private 
decisions. ' 

Problem Solved 

This problem would be solved 
adequately by having the re- 
sources reallocated according to 
some specific scheme organized 
by the government "However 
this State control Is necessary 
only until the other sectors of. 
the economy adjust to the new 
needs of the people," said Hartt 
"The economy can take care of 
itself — but it needs thne." 

j^There are certain groups of 
individuals who are completely 
unwilling to have the State par- 
ticipate in reorganization, say- 
ing that any plan Is doomed to 
failure. "But this has been done 
very successfully and rapidly in 
the past" Hartt cited as an ex- 
ample the mobilization of Cana-. 
da during World War IL "when 
under the War Measures' Act, 
the government was given vir- 
tually dictatorial powers." 

It was done once again in 
1945, when the government-con- 
trolled transition from wartime 
to peace was so successful that 
inflation occurred.

: durihg his tenure are the'McConnèU-Engiiieéring 
Building, Physical 'Sciences Centre, Law'Bidlding, 
Currie Gym, Peterson Hall, and several résidén- 
cès. The University acquired a cyclotron and a 
data computing centré. 

Educated as an economist, Dr.> James received 
his-B< Com.' from the University of London' in 
1023.. He' then moved' to the' Undversityjof-'Pen* 
nsylvanla for hia'U.A. and PhJ}., whiA h'e,com' 
pleted three years, later, He stayed on ' at the 
Philadelphia school becoming a Professor of Fi- 
nance and Economic History by 1938. 

He was called to McGiU Jn tiie^faU of 1930 
to he.Dlrector of the School of .Commercé,- and 
on December 1 of 'that year he was 'made Prin- 
cipal and Vice-chancellor. Twenty-three years 
later to the day, hé is leaving. 

As a Profdsor-Qf Economics in the Depart- 
ment of Economics 'and Political Science, he has 
lectured'«s .well,'most 'recently in Economics 100 
which he .had to' give' up two yeab 'ago because 
of othÔT'Work.- His annual Christmas lecture on 
tlie history, of -Santa. CUuis was famous .among 
graduates' of the course .and many "visitor*" 
would pack Moyse. Hall on the last- day of first 
term lectures every year. 

, Economic Committees 

Born In England on October 8, 1003, he be- 
came a Canadian citizen in 1039. He has worked 
for both the federal, and provindal governments 
on various Economiir Advisory Committees, the 
most recent being the Quebec Commission on Eco- 
nomic Planning and Development 

He has written a total of eleven books, some 
in collaboration with others, , mostly on topics 
dealing with economics. The one notable excep- 
tion is McGill : The Story of a University, the. 
recently published history of McGill in which he 
authored one of the chapters.

His honourary degrees'total 28, and Include 21 
LL.D.'s from such institutions as Harvard, Prince- 




ton, Cambridge, New York, Toronto and Punjab

nourary doctorates of Sdenco ' (in Econointcs) 
from Laval and the University of Pennsylvania. 

He was naincd a Chevalier dc la Légion d'Hon- 
neur and a Fellow of the Royal Society of Canada 
in 1948. 

He Is currently on the Board of Governors of 
three Montreal Hospitals, the Royal Victoria, 
Montreal General, and Children's Memorial. He 
hu been made Honourary Vice-President of the 
Boy Scouts Association. He serves on the advisory 
Council of the Montreal Museum of Fine Arts. - 

But periiaps his greatest interest lies ~In the 
field of inter-university relations, tlie one to 
which he will devote his entire; energies once he 
takes up his new post in 1963. He Joined the Ad- 
ministrative Board of the International' Associa- 
tion of Universities In 195S| becoming President 
in 1960. He has been a Commonwealth Consultant 
to the InteiyUniversity Council in England since 
1960. .f'^"^

What Is the Students' Executive Council 7 It's very 
easy to simply soy that, it . is "your" student governing 
body and leave it at that. But, what does it govern, what 
are its limiting powers, how does It function, who are its 
representatives, etc.? 

Before becoming a member of the SEC, I had a 
grave misconception of exactly what thé. Students' g'o< 
verning body actually repre'sénted. My initial impression 
of the SEC was that of simply a clique of the B.M.O.C.'s 
on campus. Being an SEC Representative was merely a 
title with no backbone, a title "used" to gain aiittle extra 
Influence on campus. 

In the past few months my views on the Council 
have been radically altered, t feel that I can now give 
you, my fellow students, a true conception of what this 
hitherto (in my. mliid) non-functioning nonentity actually 
does, and represents. 

Firstly, one must realize that the SEC Is a completely 
autonomous body.Mt functions solely for the student's 
benefit, and ln>.^turn, ; Is ^ultimately, controlled by the stu- 
dents via campus-wide elections held each year. 

All Inclusive 

Thus, the Council, as your governing body, Is re* 
sponsible for Ihe proper functioning of all activities of the 
Students' Society, In which all of you are members. All 
clubs, societies, and other campus organizations of the 
Students' Society (Including Radio McGill, the Daily etc.) 
are under Its jurisdiction.- |t Is the only recognized me- 
dium, apart from the Studerils' Athletic Council, between 
.the students and the Unlversity authorllies ond.the gene- 
ràrpùblicl This last statemént cahnot'be ovei'-émphasized 
sufficiently. All too few on this campus felt that they, as 
students have no. actual say as well as representation in 
campus affaIrs.-ThlsxittitOde hasied to a growing apathy 
oh the part of the students towards other facets' at McGIII 
outside of the strictly academic sphere. It Is an unwritten 
by-law of thelSEC to promote new Interest among McGill 
- studenti and In so doing, to wipe out the presently exist- 
. Ing apathy which has transcended our campus.

Being a cosnriopolitan camp6s, we look upon stu- 
dent activities as a means of promoting cooperation at 
the student level by fuller participation In the life of the 
University. For.!the protection of each Individual dub 
and society and the^ protection of the Students' Executive 
Council, a written constitution must be submitted by each 
orgoijlzat^ion^^defhilng its working limits which are then 
subprt^^ratifïcâtion by the SEC based on recommend* 
ations by Mike Fieldman, Director of Constitutions. This is 
mandatory If financial aid In the form of a budget Is 
requested. This does not, in any way however alter the 
autonomy granted to each club or society. As Mike says, 
"it is my contention that only through a narrower defi- 
nition is one able to say more and proceed along a 
definite constructive course. Hence, the working limits." 
One must remember that student activities are not to be 
discouraged for it Is here that the University derives lis 
llfe^ Its spirit, its flavour. "Through our student organiza- 
tions, leaders are born." .

Excerpts from Article 6 
Of The Students' Society Constitution 



(5) The Students' Executive 
Council shell be the only recog- 
nized medium (other than the 
Students Athletict Council) bet- 
ween the students and the Uni- 
versity authorities and the gen- 
eral public. '■ 

(8) Except in easet of cheat- 
ing in examinations, the Stu- 
dents Executive Council shall 
have the right to sumvMn, hear 
and discipline any member of 
the Students Society for an of- 
fence agtUnst the rules and reg- 
ulations of the University or of 
the Students' Society. Any per- 
son so summoned shall be con- 
fronted by persons bearing wit- 
ness against him, and shall have 
the right to call witnesses on 
his behalf. The Students' Exe- 
cutive Council shall be empow- 
ered, by a vote of not less than 
a majority of its members to 
impose the penalty of debar- 
ment from the Students' Union 
for the remainder of the session 
in which the offence occurred, 
or to impose a fine of $25.00, 
All disciplinary actions taken 
by the Students' Executive 
Council shall be reported to 
Senate, and, in eases where a 
more severe penalty than those 



stipulated above is deemed ne- 
cessary, the Students' Executive 
Council shall be empowered to 
refer the matter to Senate and 
to recommend what penalty Se- 
nate should impose. Any penal- 
ty imposed by the Students 
Executive Council shall be com- 
municated in writing to the stu- 
dent concerned, 

(7) The! Students' Executive 
Cotmcil sliall be responsible for 
the management and control of 
the McGill Daily through the 
Editor-in-Chief. In the editorial 
columns of the McGill Daily, 
the Afanoffinff .Board shall b« 
free to express whatever opinion 
it holds save that no editorial 
shall treat of a religious or po- 
litical question in a partisan 
way, or express' or imply any 
but a neutral attitude in discus- 
sing any student election. 

(8) Until such time as the 
construction of a new Students' 
Union 'Building is commenced, 
the monacement and control of 
the McGill Students Union and 
all matters 'pertaining thereto 
shall be in ihe hands of the 
Students' Executive Council 



through the Vice-President of 
the Students' Society. 

(11) ylny student organization 
may be required to submit to 
the Students' Executive Council 
a tentative budget and program- 
me of their activities for the 
current year by a date to be 
fixed by the Finance Committee 

' of the Students' Executive Coun- 
cil. No proposed activity which 
has not been submitted to the 
Council in the above manner 
shall receive aid from the Stu- 
dents Executive Council. 

(12) Meetings s halite: on 
such days at such hours as the 
President shall deem fit. The 
Secretary-Treasurer shall give 
the members individual notice 
at least forty-eight hours before 
each meeting. Two-thirds of the 
members shall constitute a quo- 
rum. A meeting shall be called 
by the Secretary-Treasurer upon 
the receipt by him of a imtten 
request signed by two-thirds of 
the members of the Council. 

(13) Committees chosen by 
the Council and fortntd of the 
members may from time to ti- 
me be appointed to execute 
such business as it is ihé duty 
of the Council to perform.

An Interesting. observation of post open 
meetings brings attention to the fact that' there are usually 
many more RVC residents participating In this than Montreal 
gjris, Why Is this so?

As well the candidates in the forthcoming 
Women's Union elections to be held on Wednesday, November

The announcement of this year's 
selection was made by J.P. Loose- 
more, Financial Secretary of the 
University of Toronto Athletic As- 
sociation and Secretary of the 
OQAA.
